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- BRAZIL QUITS LEAGUE, 


The contention of its critics that the League of 
Nations is not and never can be more than a European 
political bond, is strengthened }y the fact Brazil has 
given official notice to Geneva of its resignation. 

Brazil recently resigiied as a non-permanent mem- 
ber of the league council and now serves notice that 
she will withdraw her league membership as soon as 
contractually possible. Spain contemplates similar 
action. Costa Rica gave notice of her intended re- 
tirement from the league in 1924 and will be entitled 
to legal withdrawal in’ December. 

The .defection of Brazil doubtless will cause 
some embarrassment in E.urppe as it signalizes the re- 
tirement of South America ‘from ihe league. 

_ The defection of South American states ptob- 
_ably will continue until the western continent 1s wean- 
“ed from the league. 

. As for the maintenance of world peace, it 1s 
~ obviously better than the western world should or- 
ganize on its own account in support of the Monroe 
dectririe than: jockey for’ position in the league. If 
Europe will keep out-of the western continent we will 
find a convenient method for managing its own affairs. 
The Monroe doctrine is the Locarno of the new 
world. The two Americas. are coming to a better 
understanding. As soon as they realize that their 


al purposes, the sooner international affairs will be put 
on a non-hypocritical: basis.

First Test Of Strength For 
1928 National Convention

first skirmish between Coolidge 
and Lowden partisans over Iowa’s 
1928 delegation to the national 
convention, with the president's 
generals winnings all down the 
line. 

Many of the party workers who 
were at a loss last night to un- 
derstand the reason for the brief 
and colorless platform reported by 
the resolutions committe, after it 
had been generally agreed that 
the pronouncement’ should be 
based on the keynote speech of 
Dan W. Turner, were enlightened 
today. \ 8, 

Turner is friendly to Col. Low- 
den. When he made the first draft 
of his keynote oration he bore 
down rather severely on_presi- 
dent Coolidge for his farm stand 
and at the same time highly 
eulogized Lowden. 

This draft was_shown to the 
party leaders, among them Sena- 
ior Qummins who refused to at- 
tend the convention. Cummins, 
while insistent that the president 


. Was wrong on his farm relief at- 


titude, suggested that the con- 
vention should not by word or 
act do anything that would ques- 
tion the president’s sincerity. 
The same suggestion was made 
by other leaders and Turned fin- 
ally inserted the sentence giving 
the president credit for following 
his honest convictions. But the 
Lowden eulogy still stood. 


Many of the stand-pat generals 
wanted all criticism of the presi- 
dent’s attitude expunged from the 
keynote but Turner would not 
stand for that. 

Meanwhile the Coolidge generals 
were not paying much attention 
to the harmony movement where- 
by Smith W. Browyhart, the sena- 
torial nominee, was to be received 
back into the party and given a 
perfunctory indorsement as a Re- 
publican. 


What they had been doing for 
weeks was to see to it that the 
official platform should not con- 
tain anything derogatory to the 
president or anything that could 
be construed as a moral victory 
for the Lowden forces. 

So while the harmonizers were 
busy with state affairs they qufet- 
ly set about the task of grabbing 
control of the resolutions com- 
mittee, which they did. 

FEF. J. Kelly, manager of Senator 
Cummins’ primary campaign, was 
named chairman of the committee. 
Then the Coolidge folks got an 
agreement that the, committee 
should not report any. plank that 
could not be agreed to unanim- 
ously. For a time, following this 
gentlemen's agreement, it looked 
as if there would’nt be any plat- 
form worth reading. Finally, how- 
ever, they were able to agree to 
a plank praising everything in 
the Coolidge administration except 
the farm attitude without refer- 


ring to the president by name or whose former reign millions in

By this maneuvering the Cool- 
idge generals were able to head 
off anything in thé platform that 
would look like an indorsement 
of Lowden’s stand to the mani- 
fest detriment of the president. 

After this was achieved, which 
was the big task outlined by the 
president's friends, the stand-pat- 
ters proposed that a plank be 
inserted condemning the. primary 
law and recommending its repeal 
except for purposes of local coun- 
ty nominations. 

This precipitated the big ex- 
plosion, and brought from Major 
Lund, the Brookhart manager, a 
threat to carry the fight to the 
floor of the convention. The pro- 
posal ultimately was, dropped. 

The purpose of such ) move, 
some of the insiders gathered, was 
to head off a_ presidential pri- 
mary in Iowa in 1928, and leave 
the selection of national dele- 
gates to the party chiefs in con- 
gressional or state conventions, 
where the delegates could be 
hand-picked. : 

While the president’s friends 
stoutly disclaimed any such pur- 
pose, 
were satisfied they could bag a

The Nationalist papers, voicing
